Presiding Superior Judge Francis 
McCarty，who selected the jury， 
thus has made San Francisco Grand 
Jury history. 

Where in the Past that Jury aver- 
aged only one minority member a 
year, McCarty named seven repre- 
sentatives of ethnic groups to the 
new 19-member panel. 

These include three blacks，one 
Mexican-American，two Chinese- 
Americans and one Japanese- 
American. 

M<cCarty said he wanted the new 
jury to be“'representative of the 
community.?”

Williams, a transient from Wash- 
ington who had no local address， 
collapsed and died in a vacant lot 
less _ than 100 yeards from the 
holdup scene. He was shotc in the 
chestby Mrs.Jee asheleft the store 
with 和 46.25 in cash in apaper bag.

18,632 are Asian-Americans. The 
Chinese _ students number 13,171 
(15 兄 ); Filipino， 3,630 (4.1 史 ); 


Japanese，1,556 (1.8 兄 ); 氏 orean， 
275 (.3 兄 ). 

These figures showeqd an increase 
from the 1969-70 enrollment. At 
that time,，the Asian-American fig- 
ures were 17,908 (19 兄 ). 

City College enrollments are not 
included neither are'statistics on 
Aslian-Americans among certified

Friday'"s aborted holdup was 
committed in daylight. 

STICKUP 


Police officers Georsge Bremner 
and James Ward，whose patrol car 
was first on the scene，told this 
Story: 

Mrs. Jee was alone in Gordon'”s 
Market when ayoung man, dressed 
in black cap,brown jacket and dark 
trousers, entered about 12:30 p.m. 
and walked to the rear of the store. 

Through a mirror，Mrs,，Jee saw 
the man take out a (.38 caliber) 
revolver and walk to the 位 ont by 
the cash register. 

“Rhisawais ia StcCkapote 2 sad 
ordering the woman to open the 
register and Put the cash in apaper 
bag he was carrying. 

The suspect then told her to Put 
her hands down and started to 
leave， Mrs. Jee reached under the 
counter，pulled out a .380 auto- 
matic and fired as the bamdit 
turned in the doorway and looked 
both ways. He was hit under the 
left armPpit. 

COLLAPSES 

The robber started to run after 
being struck, and dropped the sack 
on the sidewalk. He turned into the 
Vacant lot next to the frame three- 
story building housine the store， 
ran about 40 yards and collapsed 


anddied . 


“He just ran out of steam,”said 


Brenner.

Investigators_ identified the Vic- 
tim through a driver's license found 
inbis wallet.

men and fired and wounded one of

John DeLuca，executive secre- 
tary to the mayor, Said the decision 
was Trendered after consultations 
with George Grubb，general man- 
ager of civil service，and Thomas 
O':Connor, city attorney. 

It was based on these interpreta- 
tions: 

1. Through personal consulta- 
tion with representative leaders 
and organizations they have dis- 
Covered that there is not general 
agreement within the Chinese com- 
munity that the Chinese New Year 
is, in fact, a religious holiday. The 


day is a time of national celebra- ， 


tion，of joyous festivity, but it is 
not a religious event in the same 
Sense as the.Jewish High Holy Days 
of Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur. 
IThese latter days，Imoreover，are 
not themselves legal holidays. 

2: The mayor of the City and 
County of San Francisco does not 
have authority to declare legal holi- 
days. The Salary Standqdardization 
Ordinance which governs, lists the 
legal holidqays as established by the 
state legislature. Theordinance fur-、 
ther provides thattheholidays shall 
include “… . .any day declared to 
beaholiqay by the Governor of the 
State of California or the President 
of the United States.”It shouldbe 
clear that the mayor is precluded 
from declaring a_ holiday unless 
there has been a prior declaration 
by the governor or President. 

3. Furthermore，all City em- 
ployees who are in craft classifica- 
tions where their wages are fixed in 
accordance with the provisions of 


-the collective bargaining agree- 


Iments established in Private indus- 
try, are governed as to holiqays by 
the Provisions of the collective 
bargaining agreement. Such holi- 
days cannotbealtered.

Dragon parade 
to welcome 


Year of Boar 


The route of San Francisco?s 
Chinese New Year parade has been 
elongated this year to provide more 
Viewing space, Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce President ， Lansing 
及 wok announced this week. 

An estimated 275,000 People 
turned out for the Chinese extrava- 
ganza last February 14. 

The city's big Year of the Boar 
parade will get underway at Pine 
and Battery Streets at 7 p.m. on 
Saturday, Feb. 6th. 

Thepageantry will unfold along a 
17-block route，moving south on 
Battery to Market Street，west on 
Market to Grant Avenue, north on 
Grant to Bush Street, east on Bush 
to Kearny Street and north on 
Kearny to Columbus Avenue, the 
San Francisco Convention and Vis- 
itors Bureau reports. 

According to Parade chairman 
Jackson Hu，72 units will partici- 
pate in the 1%-hour spectacle， 
They will pass the reviewing stand 
at the southeast corner of Kearny 
and California Streets. 

In addition to its traditional star， 
the block-long Gum Lung (Goldqen 
Dragon)，the nighttime show will 
feature a huge, wicker theme boar 
newly imported from Hong Kong， 
as Well as a drove of swine-cos- 
tumed marchers; at least adozen 
glittering floats bedecked with Chi- 
nese-American beauties; a young 
(60-foot) dragon; prides of celestial 
Chinese lions; birds，beasts and 
deities f 位 ora oriental mythology， 
and troupes of costumed musicians 
and lantern-bearers. 

Public bleachers will be erected 
along the 400 block of Bush Street 
and the 400 and 500 blocks of 
Kearny Street. Tickets for reserved 
红 andstand seats may be purchased 
for $3 each from the- Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce, 730 Sacra- 
mento Street.

A secret trial and execution were 
the fate of Chen Chen-Hsiung，a 
30-year-old trading company em- 
ploye jliving in Taipei，Taiwan， 
ruled overby Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek and his Chinese govern- 
ment in exile. 

Chen's _ crime，the New York 
Times reported last week from 
reliable sources，consisted in writ- 
ing a_letter to Chen Yi a deputy 
premier im the Peking government， 
asking the Communists not to take 
Taiwanmn by 上 RE The letter was 
wiitten while Chen was in Hong 
Kong. 

Although the letter was not pro- 
Communist, the military court that 
tried Chen in secret ruled he com- 
mitted a capital offense by trying 
to communicate with the mainland 
government of China.

They will celebrate the new year'?s 
day as solemnly，gratefully，and joyfully as our Jewish friends do 
when they observe the Rosh Hashana, the first of holy days on their 
calendar. 

The Chinese calendar ls a very ancient one with years reckoned in 
Cycles of Sixty. Tradition says that this calendar was invented four

thousand seven hundred years ago，when Huang- ti 黄 证 ， founder 


of the Chinese nation in the Yellow River Valley，ordered the 
establishment of a universal chronological system. Time was divided 
into hours, days, months，and years. Twelve years formed a twelve- 
Year cyclei five twelve-year cycles formed a sixty-year cycle, known 
3S$“'Sexagenary cycle ”一 the English poet Alfred Tennyson (1809-92) 
cajled this“a cycle of Cathay.?” 

Prior to the _ third century B.C. no names of any creatures were 
attached to or associated with the twelve years in the twelve-year 
cycle. But since that century a signijficant concept ofF Man?s relation- 
ship with Nature has been developed. Nature-lovers and mystics 
taught People not only to be in awe of Heaven and to love one's 
fellowmen sincerely,， but also to be kind to all creatures, for “under 
Heaven all beings belong to one family,”and all can work together 
for the common good. The mystics informed people that in their 
Existence they have “Great Officers of the Yei2 大 族 ， looking 
after their spiritual welfare and delivering them from evil. These 
officers were the twelve creatures said to be in charge of the twelve 
years in the twelve-year cycle. 

Listed in their proper order, the twelve creature are: the rat，the 
cow，the tiger，the rabbit，the loong (Oriental dragon)，the fresh- 
water Snake，the horse，the sheep, the monkey, the cock, the dog， 
and the boar. Each of these twelve creatures has some special 
attributes and some specific function to perform. Thus the rat is said 
to be timid，tricky，watchful as a watchman in charge of a 
household. The cow looks after cultivation and brings happiness to 
the farmers. The tiger maintains dignity and authority and exhibits 
strength and courage. The rabbit shows how to live a healthy，long 
life. The loong (Oriental dragon) symbolizes the spirit of change， 
Imoral excellence, and timely help to those in need. 工 he fresh-water 
snake gives the idea of being actively calm and calmly active. The 
horse stands for speed，Pperseverance，and loyalty， The sheep is 
innocence; the monkey，intellljgence and teachableness; the cock， 
faithfulness，courage，benevolence，watchfulness，and sacrifice; the 
dog, fidelity, vigilance, and companionship; the boar, the guardian of 
wealth warning against stupidity and foolishness. 

The same twelve creatures in the same order oversee also the 
twelve two-hour periods into which the day and the nlight are 
divided. Thus the two-hour period from 11 p.m.to 1 am.isguarded 
by the rat; 1-3 a.m. by the cow, 3-5 a.m. by the and So on till 
9-11 p.m., the period guarded by the boar. 

Tis ct to note that'each of the twelve creatures appears 
five times in a sexagenary Cycle, each time in a different character. It 
is said that it does so in order to indicate what is going to happen to 
a person or a nation 这 certain things are done or not done. Thus in

As we 
face the“Year of the Bitter Boar”we would hear lots of people sigh 
and say:“We are 外 oOwing old! ”Well, nobody grows old merely by 
living a number of years. A man grows old by deserting his ideals. 
The receiving station in his mind is covered with snows of pessimism 
and ice of cynicism and so is unable to get the messages of cheer and 
hope from men and Heaven. 

We believe now we know a jlittle better. And as we usher in“'the 
Year of the Bitter Boar” 一 the 58th year in the 78th Sexagenary 
Cycle 一 may Heaven rekindle our enthusiasm for living and for 
leading a vigorous active existence. May we be ever grateful for light 
and air, for sweet sense of sound and smell， and for beautiful sights 
and things， May we be fully aware of the intimacy and sympathy 
between Man and Nature. May we regard the familiar animals as OUr 
friends and companions and the strange ones Simply as guests to be 
treated with kindness. May all of us have a good yearl!
